Washington.—Congress has appro- 


priated £40,000,000 through the army 
mpply bill for the na« of the air serv- 
e's. This 1» not' as much mone/ as the

:*rrice to keep up Its, equipment and 
i fairly strong personnel, and will «n- 
•hie the United States probably to 
>aTft airplanes enough for an ordinary 
•mergency. 


People have been wondering what 


Became of all the moaey that was 
*oc*d for the air service In war time. 
it seemi likely that some of 11 was 
wasted, but there has been perhaps 
10 proper appreciation of the enormous 
.tUtial cost which the government had 
to stand In order to get the great air- 
Lraft manufacturing Industry started 
on th» basis of production that seem- 
ingly was necessary. 


Brig. Gen. William Mitchell, »-no Is 


!n charge of aviation operations in the 
war department, was In command of 
Ihe American avlatton service m the 
St. Mlhiel drive. He has Just testified 
that when the 'drive was started more, 
nil-ships were concentrated In the Im- 
ojetflate vicinity than ever hoc b«n 
brought together within a like area 
since the war began. During thr drive 
1.500 planes were tent Info action. 
General Mitchell was th» first Arner. 
lean officer to fly over the Hun line. 


It 1> said to he necessary that Uie 


airplane service of the United States 
should be reconstructed. As CSeneral 
Mitchell put It: 


"The personnel which has been 


trained as a result of thi-: -war It. large- 
ly scattered throughout Ihe country 
Wa have a wonderful basis of oerson 
ncl returning from Europe, btit thej 
had to go borne. A great majority ot 
them woaJd not stay In tba service 
because It looked like a hopeletf future 
for them, as v*ry Uttl« tneoar&femeDt 
for an air service of aoy Importanca In 
the near futorfe wns held out." 


Air Force* We»e About Rc.-idy. 


It Is pretty generally agreed that 


•when the armistice went Into ef?ect the 
TTnlted States, so far aa Its forc>s were 
concerned, was just getting ready ^to 
do business" on a proper scale. It Is 
true that the St. Mihlel drive toot 
place two months before the aTnlstlce 
•went into effect hot the concentration 
of flyers at that place left some other 
places without proper Americas all 
equipment. Not many planes » ere lost 
In the St. Mlhiel engagement. 1/atei 
in the Argonne the losses wero heavy, 
hntano heavier and perhaps not as 
heavy as It was expected would be the 
caw In hard encagementa of tlvat kind. 
Of the 1.500 machines at St.'Mihlel 550 
•were American and operated by Amer- 
icans. 


It Is understood that the airplane 


service of the United States *1th the 


• Array of Occupation was on a basis of 


efficiency, one that would have enabled 
the A.merlcsns to conduct operations in 
Germany, If they had beeu u-icessary, 
on a proper scale so far as the air 
service was concerned. 


Along the Mexican border today 


there is a considerable numb<r of air- 
planes, but not enough. It la under- 
stood, to meet even the minor warfare 
which It Is possible,may hare to be 
conducted there within the neur future.

"Archlei" Seldom Hit PUnei. 


"WTiile on the western front In 1915 


«n<J again In 19JS I wltnessrd consid- 
erable air action. The thing which as 
early as 1915 was the mos* str&ing 
feature of air service was tho seeming 
Impossibility, or almost Impossibility of 
destroying an airplane by fire from the 
srotinj. 
Another striking thing was 


tlie apparent inability of th« bombers 
In the airplanes to hit an/ specific 
object on the ground at wblch they 
were aiming. 


Toward the end of the war the bomb- 


ers were getting more accurate, but 
there was little .change In the situation 
so far as it affected the accuracy of 
fire of the suit-aircraft gunmen. 


Both in 1915 and in IBIS I saw air- 


planes go on their way unsca-Jied while 
cround guns were breaking a perfect 
thunderstorm of ^hellfe ab>ut them. 
North of St. Jlihiel in Me 5,'eptember, 
19IS. 1 saw three American airplanes 
go over the German line* close to- 
gether. They were shroud xl In the 
s'noke of high explosives, anJ shrapnel 
•shells were burstln; all about them. 
For lull twenty miautes the three 
planes maneuvered over the *»nemy, the 
operators apparently serenely uncon- 
scious of the fact that thej were the 
object* of the killing intentions of the 
German* below. How they could es- 
cape destruction was a pmzle to th* 
onlooker, but airplanes when the shells 
begin breaking too close to them bare 
a habit of mounting or drop-ling which 
Instantly destroys the range sense of 
ttie anti-aircraft men who are trying 
to bring them .down. It is largely to 
this they owe their safety.
